Fifteen persons were 
killed,and many severely injured.

occurred at lour o’clock in the afternoon. 
Twenty years ago, Camanche, Iowa, was 
destroyed, and m any of tho inhabitants 
loBt their lives. 
The calamity occurred be­ 
tween four and five o’clock in the after­ 
noon. 
The tornado near Clinton, Iowa, a dozen 
years ago, which, it is said, divided the 
waters of the Mississippi, and devastated a 
village, did its work at five o’clock in the 
afternoon. 
The terrible heat on the first day of 
April, 1871, when the therm ometer stood 
HO degrees above zero in m any citlesjin the 
N orth, culm inated in a storm. Iowa suf­ 
fering severely, but it delayed destruction 
till between four and five o ’clock ;in^thc 
afternoon. 
The fact is that every severe tornado 
which bai visited tho West, made its a p ­ 
pearance between tho hours of four and six 
o’clock in the afternoon. W hat is the cause 
ot this? Is it that the tornadoes, generally * 
•I not always, occur on hot days, and that 
about the middle of the afternoon the rare­ 
fie d air is at its least density, and con­ 
sequently is passing upward most rapidly 
thus lciv ing space and opport unity fur 
the sw ilt rush of the colder current which 
constitutes the tornado, 
lf any scientific 
men have anything to offer on this ques­ 
tion to which considerable interest is at­ 
tached, the public will gladly hear from 
thorn.

CYCLONES AND TORNADOES. 
O f late years some of the W estcm utates 
have been visited by tornadoes which have 
killed hundreds of persons aud destroyed 
millions of dollars worth of property. They 
teem to be on the increase in the West, 
but iu the East and la the South they 
rarely occur, at least in the latter sections 
they have never been so destructive and 
appalling in their character as iu three or 
loaf W estern Slates. 
These storms are 
called cyclones, but they sh mid be desig­ 
nated as tornadoes, as a cyclone more prop­ 
erly 
belongs 
to 
the 
sea. 
What 
causes 
them ? 
W hen 
opposite winds of different tem perature 
meet in the upper atmosphere, a vast 
am ouut of vapor is condensed roto a thick 
black clouJ, and a whirling motion is 
given to the air which soon takes the shape 
of a vast funnel. 
This is a tornado, and 
a tornado and a waterspout, repeat on a 
■mall scale, bul with hardly less violence 
and destruction, the phenomenon of the 
cyclone on the seas. 
A cyclone or a tor­ 
nado, north of the equator, whirls from 
right to left, but south of it their mo­ 
tion 
is 
from 
left 
to 
right. 
Their 
diameter 
is 
usually 
from 200 JOO miles, and some have been 
known to be 1000. 
Their central point 
Is almost perfect calm, while the whirling 
motion of the outer part ol the cyclone 
ranges lrom IOO to 200 miles per hour. 
A 
knowledge of the law of storms enables 
the navigator to steer his vessel so a9 to 
avoid a direct encounter with these tu n - 
pests, aud tor this re a s o n , we have had 
com paratively few accidents to vessels on 
the northern seas. 
By the cyclone at Calcutta In October, 
1804, over 
IOO 
ships 
were lost, and 
not 
less 
than 
00,000 
persons 
perished. One at Nassau, rn the Bahamas, 
October I and 2, 1800, destroyed OOO houses 
sank many ships, and killed from GO to 70 
persons. The cyclone which visited a por­ 
tion of India, in October, 1870, destroyed 
over 5,000 lives. 
The tornadoes which have swept through 
some of the Western States within the past 
tw enty years, have caused the loss of hun­ 
dreds ot lives, and property to the amount 
of many millions ot dollars bas been de­ 
stroyed. 
We will mention a few of the 
more severe tornadoes which have occur­ 
red in the West within a few years, and it 
is a rem arkable fact, that every one of the 
great tornados in Wisconsin, Illinois, Iowa 
and Missouri, t<>ok place in the afternoon, 
and within two or three hourg of the some J 
tune of doy. 
L otus give the facts. 
The 
tornado which visited Viroqua, in this 
blate, a few years ago, which killed sev- j 
oral persons, and totally destroyed many j 
houses, occurred at lour o'clock in the a f­ 
ternoon. 
In August, I Sos, the town of La Prairie, 
in this couuty, was visited by a tornado, 
one person was killed and considerable 
property destroyed. 
I his occurred at four 
o’clock in the afternoon. 
The destructive tornado which threw 
Baze! Gr^cti id gloom on the 10th of March, 
1870, killed nine persons, and laid waste a 
vast deal of properly. 
This took place be­ 
tween lour aud five o’clock in the* after­ 
noon.
